Norfolk, Va., Oct. 26.— Counting the 
minutes, which seemed to them to be 
but few intervening between them and 
death, bruised,

and athirst, five men adrift on a hit of 
wreckage off tho Florida 
coast saw 
one of their companies whose suffer­ 
ing? had driven him mad, throw him­ 
self into the sea to death and not long 
afterward a ship saved their lives.

five survivors 
of one of

greatest tragedies that I,as ever oc­ 
curred on this coast were landed bere 
by the Britt Mi 
steamer Hoatherpool, 
Captain 
John Grieves 
commanding, 
which arrived for bunker coni, being 
('n route from New Orleans to Rotter­ 
dam. 
The survivors are Frank Peve­ 
ly of Marianna, Flu.; Gas Johnson of 
Brooklyn. N. Y .; Ben Clark of Somer­ 
ville, M ass.: Abner Bell of Kissime, 
Fla., and John Campbell of Philadel­ 
phia. 
They, with about 
145 others, 
were constructing a concrete viaduct 
for 
the Florida 
Fast Coast 
railw ay 
through tin Florida 
keys, and w ore 
aboard houseboat No. 4, which lay an­ 
chored off i iii' coast on the night of 
Get. 
17. 
The great hurricane 
that 
swept over the coast struck the house­ 
boat about I o'clock on tho morning of 
Get. 18, and No. 4 broke adrift. 
Tho 
houseboat soon afterwards foundered 
and all of the 150 
men aboard were 
thrown into the sea. 
The houseboat 
was dashed to pieces by the waves. 
Many 
of the mon 
were killed 
by 
heavy timbers, which struck thorn as 
they were struggling to find means of 
rescue. 
Six men lashed together two 
timbers, one IO bv 20 inches in thick­ 
ness and breadth ami the other prob­ 
ably 14 inches and both 20 feet long, 
and lived on this raft until one man 
became mad from suffering and injury 
and threw him self into the sea.

City and County 


The republican city convention was 
h*dd last night at the court house, the 
spacious court room being filled with 
spectators. Tho 
delegations 
elected 
from the various wards, as published in 
T he D ispatch last night, were promptly 
on hand and the convention was called 
to order by Chairman Wright and the 
temporary organization was perfected 
by the election of Dan Doran as chair­ 
man and Geo.
